According to account* front Belgiiun, 
a great exhibition of novel diameter is 
shortly to be given ih Antwerp.* The ex¬ 
pression, “A castle in the air,” has hith¬ 
erto borne only a figurative meaning, 
but an ingenious engineer named Tobi- 
anski proposes to mako it more than a 
mere figure of speech. Ho has formed u 
company for the purjiose of building a 
literal castle in the aif. Ho lias designed 
ft sort of raft, having an area of nliout | 
180 square feet and made of bamlioo | 
canes and steel and aluminium piping. I 
Upon this Is built a most luxuriously 
fitted restaurant. Tho raft is held, float¬ 
ing in the air, 500 feet sbovo the ground, 
by a number of balloons, and an arrange¬ 
ment of anchoring by means of cables 
will, according to M. Tobianski, prevent 
the restaurant from rocking, even in the 
roughest wind. Two small captive bal¬ 
loons, each holding from eight to ten 
persons, are to serve as elevators between 
tho nr rial restaurant and the earth. 
Tlirre is a regular system for supplying 
gas to the balloons, and at night the ex¬ 
hibition will ho illuminated by an im¬ 
mense electric light projected from the 
raft. Tho whole thing can he lowered to 
the ground within ten minutes by bluam 
windlasses specially constructed, 

Indestructible I’nlnf. 

A German chemist has invented and 
perfected a process which, it is cluitued, 
will revolutionise the method of decor¬ 
ating'buildings no at present followed. 
The most iinjortant feature of the pro¬ 
cess is that it is applied in as simple a 
form, and at as inexpensive cost, as com¬ 
mon house paint, and is ns reudily ap¬ 
plicable to inside walls and ceilings. 
From a sanitary point of view the new 
medium forms one of the most imj>ortant 
advances of flip times. Once applied, 
tho fresco coating is said to he al/sofutely 
indostnictiblc, being unufTected by tem¬ 
perature or chemicals.

There was a second poriod of whining 
and 4jerploxlty, after which tho seven re¬ 
maining hones were found with some 
difficulty.

This number was re¬ 
peated every day until the cat grew per¬ 
fectly uccuBtomed to waiting live times, 
but would spring forward of its own ac¬ 
cord at the sixth presentation. 

Having thus demonstrated flint pussy 
was hide to remember up to six too doc¬ 
tor tried to put seven without success. 
As soon as he attempted tfl perform the 
experiment with higher numbers tho 
cat bcoamo confused and would jump 
forward for the meat at the wrong time.

Not less interesting were similar ex¬ 
periments with horses. In the village 
of Pekoe, tho doctor found a peasant’^ 
horse which was used for plowing, and 
which hod acquired tire habit of count¬ 
ing tho furrows and stopping for a rest 
regularly at the twentieth. Ho confident 
was the plowman of the accuracy of his 
horse’s calculations that the end of tho 
day ho used to estimate the amount of 
work done, not b y counting the furrows 
himsolf, but by simply remembering th* 
iiuinl*er of times his horse had stopped 
to rest. 

In another village the doctor found a 
horse which was able to count the mile- 
posts along the way, and which lmd been 
trained by its master to stop for feed 
w henever they had covered 25 verstes. 
One day they tried the horse over a rood 
where three false mile-posts had Is'cti 
put up jn between the real ones, and sure 
enough the horse deceived by this trick, 
stopped for his oats at the end of 2* 
▼erstee instead of going the usual 25 . 

The same horse was accustomed to 
being fed everyday at the stroke of ucxm, 
The doctor observed tljat whenever the 
dlock struck any hour tluMiurse would 
Stop mid prick up his oars as if counting, 
if no heard 12 lie would trot olT content¬ 
edly to be fed. but if there were fewer 
strokes than 12 ho would go on working 
resignedly. 

The experiment won made of striking 
12 strokes at the wrong time, whereupon 
the horse started for his oats in spite of 
tho fact thut he had been fed only ah 
hour bafurc. This shows that little 
knowledge may bo u lmd thing for 
horses as well as men. 

A Dog Story. 

If all tho. stories that are told nliout 
dogs are true, there is very little ground 
for believing that the canine race is un 
providod with Iqains. Certainly one 
dog kudwn to history must have had 
brains, and that dog is the ope of whom 
a correspondent of an English country 
paper once wrote: 

“I had a dog, sir, that I think heat all 
the dogs 1 ever heard of. 1 trained that 
dog to sit up at meals, use a knife ami 
fork, and tell the hour hjr tho clock. 
Among other things, I taught him to 
go to the postoffice, three miles o!F, 
and bring my pajier and the letters 
of myself and guests 9very 
morning. He would bring them regu¬ 
larly, and leave the letters at tho room 
doors of their various owners, and j 
never kquw him to make a mistake in 
(he directions, not even when we had 
visitors at the house, whose nnines ho 
never could have seen before. One day, 
however, he brought the letters, hut no 
newspaper; I sent him hack, but he re¬ 
turned again without tho paper After 
breakfast I rodo ove* to tho postoffice 
myself and asked the postmaster why 
the paper had not been, given to the 
dog. 

“ 'Why, sir,' the p^tmaster replied, 
They didn’t send The Times to-day, and 
I offered tho dog The Daily Nows and 
The Standard instead, but he wouldn't 
take either of them/ -Harpers’ Young 
Paople.

Ouimet at that meeting bound them- 
lelvcs not to accept a portfolio in the 
iubiuet then undergoing formation 
unless Mr. Cbaplcau was given 
the portfolio of Railways and Can¬ 
a's. After ii turning to Montreal 
each got a telegram recalling him 
to Ottawa. When they got there 
Mr. Oirouard was offered a portfolio. 
buthosft ; d; “Do you tuko mo for a 
traitor ?" and declined. Then it was 
offered to Mr. Ouimot, who accopted it. 
Mr. Ouimet was a traitor. Yet he 
was the chief of the French-Canadians. 
During the Nortli^e^l troubles of 1KH5, 
Mr. Ouimot was too cowardly to ac¬ 
company his battalion to the field of 
buttle. He never went out of his car, 
and his decision to return Ea*t was so 
severely commented upon in the press 
of Ontario that he ^Mr. Tarte) seni 
him about fifty telegrams pleading 
with him for the sake of the honor of 
his race to return and lead his troops ; 
but all in vain. Yet this General of 
the Northwest was now tho success 01 
to Lafontaine and Cartier! 

Tiib wonderful adherence to old-time 
methods by the French-Canadians, or 
habitants,” is being severely criti¬ 
cised of late.

His upeecli was 
delivered at the recent St. Jean Baptiste 
banquet, and among other things he 
said; ‘ in this profoundly Catholic 
country the ideas of Louis Veuillot 
have long been current, and many 
others among ih, after his example, 
exalting the past, have like him auath- 
emali/.ed modern liberty, modern pro¬ 
gress, Let those who remember that 
Louis Veuillot when alive tilled his 
hooks with imprecations upon ail the 
developemcnts of modern life, the par¬ 
liamentary regime, steam, electricity, 
railways, telegraph, received on his 
deutiibed by telegraph, yes, by tele¬ 
graph, the Pontifical benediction, and 
that all the objects of his impreca¬ 
tions have received in our day the 
approbation of the great Pope Leo 
A ill. This fearless statement, the 
courage of which can but dijnly be 
understood ih Ontario has raised a 
great rumpus in the Ultramontane 
element of Lower Canada. But, there 
it is in a nutshell, and Laurier has de¬ 
fended his position by writing letters 
to tho press, showing that Veuillot’s 
teachings are as ho indicated in his 
speech. This living in tho past, this 
standing dead and ind ITerent to the 
achievements of modern invention and 
ignoring tho mechanical and social 
advancements, is the real cause of the 
chronic ailment in Quebec. To be 
sine, if one family, py a dozen families, 
or a hundred familirs, pull up by the 
roots, go far away and merge with a 
progressive people, tfcey will get along 
better than those who remain at home 
under the pall of such reactionary in¬ 
fluences as Laurier depicts. .In the 
first place thoso who have tiie energy 
to pull up and escape from a numbing 
influence that they in their single 
strength a»e unable to resist, are more 
highly endowed vif-h the elements that 
make up success, than tho a e who sub¬ 
mit and drone their lives away, in 
the second place they have moved out 
into the nineteenth century. 

7 /aurier, with knightly courage, has 
thrown 4 o>vp the gauntlet to the for¬ 
midable ernmy of hie race. The 
truths which bespeaks have often beep 
spoken in malice and bitterness by 
public men and journalists in Ontario, 
but advice is never taken from out¬ 
siders who study to be offensive. At 
Ja,st the most distinguished and popu¬ 
lar of the French-Canadians, whose 
faith will be unquestioned, has set 
himself the task of overcoming an evil 
l”ith which Ke and his kind have all 
glong d»Ui#4 and made peace.

In digging up old burial 
places,, scarlet fever, diphtheria 4 M»d 
btnr.lll>ox have boeu let loose so that epi¬ 
demics followed. In Quebec a sanailpox 
rpidqmic followed tho digging up a cem¬ 
etery whero the peoplo had been buried 
for over 100 years. Similarly in England 
a scarlet fever epidemic followed tn© re* 
inovnlV^J dead bodies frori! a country 
parish churchyard, 

_ But oecasionajly epidemics seem to 
break out in the neighl>arhood of cem- 
\tei ies without any apparent cuuse Dar¬ 
win, liowover, showed 20 years ago that 
earthworms completely turned over the 
soil of every part of the earth in a given 
lime, and now Pasteur comes out with 
positivo proof that the earthworms 
bring np disease germs and microbes, 
from dead bodies buried several feet be¬ 
low the surface. Those who die from 
infectious diseases are not only menaces 
to their fronds while they nro sick, but 
their dead todies are constant dangers 
to tiio public health.—Yankeo Blade.

Washington, Aug. 9.—The President's 
message to Congress is as follows. 

To the Cony re km of (he United Staten: 

The existence of an alarming and 
extraordinary business situation, involv¬ 
ing the welfare and prosperity \ of 
all our people, has const mined mo 
to call together in extra session the people's 
representatives in Congress, to the end that 
through a wiso and patriotic exercise of the 
!•«* slativo duty with which they solely vro 
charged present evils tnay be mitigated 
and dangers threatening the future may bo 
averted. Our unfortunato iinnncinl plight 
is not the result of untowurd events, nor of 
onditions related to our natural rcsouicM, 
nor is it traceable to any of the nillictions 
which frequently check national growtli or 
proeperiiy. With plenteous crops, with 
abundant promise ol remunerative produc¬ 
tion and manufacture, with unusual invita¬ 
tion to safe investment, and with eatiwfac- 
tory assurance to business enterprise, sud¬ 
denly financial distrust and fear hnvesprung 
up ou every tide. Numerous moneyed in¬ 
stitutions have suspended because abundant 
assets were not immediately available to 
meet the demands of frightened de¬ 
positors. Surviving corporations and indi¬ 
viduals are content to keep in hand the 
money they are usually anxious to loan, and 
thoso engaged in legitimate business 
are surprised to find that the securities 
they ofTor for loans, though heretofore satis¬ 
factory, aro no longer accented.

servative. Undoubtedly tho monthly pur< 
chases by tho Government of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver enforced under that statute 
were regarded by thoso interested in sil 
ver production as a certain guarantee ol 
its increase in prico. The result, however, 
has been entirely different, for immediately 
following a spasmodic and slight rise the 
prico of silver began to fall after the passage 
of the act, and has since reached the lowest 
point over known. ThisdisnppointinjrresuU 
has led to renewed and persistent effort in 
the direction of free silver coinage. Mean, 
whilo not only aro the evil effect* of the 
operation of tho present law constantly ac¬ 
cumulating, but the result ifo which its 
execution must inevitably lewd is becoming 
palpable to all who give the l^nst heed to 
financial subjects. This law,provides that 
in payment for the four million and five 
hundred thousand pounds of'silver bullion 
which the .Secretary of the Treasury is com- 
intndrd to purchase monthly there shall hs 
issued Treasury notes, redeemable on de¬ 
mand in gold or silver coin, «t the discre¬ 
tion of tho Secretary of th‘o Treasury, and 
that said notes may be re issued. It is, 
however, declared in tho Act to bo “the 
established policy of tho Unibed States to 
maintain the two metnls on a parity with 
each other upon the present legal rutes, or 
such ratio as may be provided by law.” 

This declaration so controls tho action of 
the Secretary of tho Treasury ns to 
prevent his exercising the discretion 
nominally vested in him, if by such action 
the parity between gold and silver may be 
disturbed. Manifestly a refusal by the 
Secretary to pay these treasury notes in 
gold, if demanded, would necessarily result 
in their discredit anil depreciation as obliga¬ 
tions payable only in silver, and would do- 
stroy the parity between tho two metals by 
establishing a discrimination in favor of 
gold. Up to July 15, 1893, these notes had 
been issued in payment of silver bullion 
purchased to tho amount pf more than 
Cl47,OCX),000. While nil hut a very small 
quantity of this bullion remains uruoerced 
and without usefulness in tho Treasury, 
many of the notes given in its purchase 
havs been paid in gold. This is illustrated 
by the statement that between May 1, 
i892, and July 15, 1895, the notes of this 
kind iasusd in payment for silver bullion 
amounting to little more than .*54,000,000 
were paid by th© Treasury in gold for th* 
redemption of such notes. The policy 
necessarily adopted of paying these notes 
in gold has not spared the gold reserve 
of f 100,000,000 long ago sot aside by the 
Government for the redemption of other 
notes, for this fund has already been sub¬ 
jected to the payment of new obligatidns 
amounting to about one hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars on account of silver pur¬ 
chases, and h**, *3 a consequence, for tho 
first tims since its creation, been encroach¬ 
ed upon. 

We have thus made the depletion of our 
gold easy, and have tempted other and 
moft appreciative nations to udd it to their 
stock. That t,‘ie opportunity we have 
offered has not been neglected is shown by 
the large amounts of gold which have beej; 
recently drawn Iroin our treasury and ex¬ 
ported to increase the financial strength of 
foreign nations. The excess of exports of 
gold over its imports for the year ending 
June 30, JS93, amounted to more than 
Mgbty-soven and a half millions of dollars. 
Between the first day of July, 1890, and 
the 15th day of July, *393, the gold coin 
and bullion in our treasury douched more 
than one hundred and thifty-two millions 
of dollars, while during the sume period 
the silver coin and bullion in the treasury 
increased nwre than one hundred and forty- 
seven millions of dollar 

Unless Government bonds are io be ppn- 
atantlf issued and sold to replenish our 
gold only to be *£ain exhausted it is appar¬ 
ent that t,he operation of t r fie silver pur¬ 
chase law no.w in force leads in tfie direc¬ 
tion of the entire substitution of silyef for 
the gold in th® Government treasury, and 
that this must be followed by the payment 
of all Government obligations in depreciat¬ 
ed silver.

y*itis labors. One of the greatest statesmen 
our country has known, spenjkfng more 
l ban 50 years ago, when a derangement of 
currency had caused commercial distress, 
said: “ Hie very man of all others who has 
I bo deepest interest in a sound currency 
nud who suffers most by mischievous legis¬ 
lation in money matters is the man who 
earns Ins daily bread by Ins daily toil." 
These words aro as pertinent now as on 
tho day they were uttered and ought 
to impressively remind us J that a 
failure in the discharge of our duty at this 
time must especially injure those of our 
countrymen who lubor and who, becauso of 
tltoir number and condition, are entitled to 
the most watchful care of that Government. 

It is of the utmost importance that such 
relief ns Congress can afford in the existing 
situation be afforded at once. The maxim, 
“He gives twice who gives quickly," ij di¬ 
rectly applicable. It may be true that the 
embarrassments from which tlfc business of 
the country is suflcring ariso as much from 
evils apprehended as from those actually 
existing. Wc may hope, too, that calm 
counsels will prevail, and that neither the 
capitalists nor the wago-earners will give 
way to unreasoning panic uud sacrifice 
their property or their interests under ths 
influence of exaggerated fears. Neverthe¬ 
less every day's delay in removing ono of 
the plain and principal causes of the pre¬ 
sent state of things enlarges the respon* 
nihility of the Government for its existence. 
Whatever else the peoplo have a right to ex¬ 
pect from Congress, they, may certainly de 
maud that legislation condemned by the 
i ordeal of three years’ disastrous experience 
shall be removed from the statute book as 
soon as their representatives can legitimate¬ 
ly deal with it. 

It was my purpose to summon Congress 
in special session early in tho com* 
ing September that we might enter 
promptly upon the work of tariff reform, 
which the true interests of the country 
clearly demand, which so largo a majority 
of the people, as shown by their suffrages, 
desire and expect, and to the accomplish¬ 
ment of which every effort of the present 
administration is pledged. But while tariff 
reform has lost nothing of its immediate 
and permanent importance, and must in the 
near future engage the attention of Con- 
! grc«s, it has seemed to me that the financial 
condition of the eountry should at onco and 
before all other subjects be considered by 
your honorable body. 

I earnestly recommend the prompt repeal 
of tho provisions of the act passed July 14, 
I.SOU, authorizing tho purchase of silvei 
bullion, and that other legislative action 
may put beyond ull doubt or mistake the 
intention and the ability of the Government 
to fulfil its pecuniary obligations in money

London, Aug. 9.—Mr. Gladstone an* 
nounced in the House of Commons to-day 
that the Government intended to hold an 
autumn session of Parliament. 

Mr. Gladstone added that no adjourn¬ 
ment would he had until tho remaining 
stages oi the Home Rule bill were passed 
and supply was voted. 

The Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, Presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Agriculture in Lord 
Salisbury’a Cabinet, asked leave to movo 
the adjournment of the House in order 
that the changes in the Indian currency 
system might be discussed. In speak¬ 
ing to his motion Mr. Chaplin blamed 
the Government for persistently obstructing 
discussion of the question, Jhe changing 
of the Indian currency system before allow¬ 
ing Parliament to express an opinion on 
the change was a matter of urgent public 
Importance. The Government of India 
had escaped a deficit by tampering with the 
ourrency and artificially raising the value 
of the rupee. The effect of this action had 
been lo lower the pro tanto value of every¬ 
thing else. 

The Government h»d virtually mulcted 
the natives of India by * methods 
which it had hoped would not 
be discovered. By a single stroke 
the Government had depreciated by 
15 per cent, the value of the ailver held by 
the population of India. A more flagrant 
act of public plunder had never been perpe. 
Ira ted by a civilized government. The re¬ 
sult had been a convulsed financial situa¬ 
tion from China to Peru. 

It the repeal by the American Congress 
of the Sherman Act should become inevi¬ 
table, it would be pertlv due to the error 
that had been committed in India.

A RAILROAD’S PREDICAMENT. 


RANKS REFUSE CURRENCY TO JUKE1 
THE MONTHLY PAY-ROLL. 


The New Ynrk Central's Monthly tVngs 
Hill Is *hoo,ooo, and Currency Is So 
Scarce Thnt the Ch'-ntlcnl HnnU ( an¬ 
nul Furnish It. 

New York, Aug. 9.—The great scarcity 
of currency at present is very conspicuous¬ 
ly shown in the refusal of tho Chemical 
Bank to make up the amount of the Now 
Ynrk Central Railway Co.'s pay-roll. 

Mr. Quinland, tho cashier of the batik, 
when spoken to upon tho subject to-day 
said: “Wo have simply declined to the ex¬ 
tent of puying out 8700,000 in currency, 
tho amount horetoforo required by tne 
company. It is unreasonable to expect 
us to supply so largo a Hum in cur¬ 
rency at this timo when there 
is so little in circulation. Mr. Depew, pre¬ 
sident of the N. Y.C., was seen at his ollics 
this afternoon. In relation to the matter 
he stated that tho bank’s refusal to make 
up tho monthly pay-roll* was duo entirely 
to scarcity of currency. “Oqr pay-roll,” he 
said, “amounts to $800,000 a mouth. The 
Chemical Bank is our depository, and will 
so continue. It will give us just what cur¬ 
rency it can, but tht present scarcity ren¬ 
ders it unable to accommodate us 
ob formerly and we must collect it 
elsewhere. It has been suggested that 
we ittsue our own notes, but we will not 
have to resort to that measure, as the 
money is a'readv in sight. It would be¬ 
sides liaidly be lawful, though in the crisis 
of 187*1 many merchants issued notes from 
$5 upwards.” Mr. Dopuw said that he 
could not state just exactly how the cur¬ 
rency would be collected. There 
would be, however, no trouble about 
collecting the requisite amount. 

There is no motion whatever between 
tli^bonk and the railroad company. Its 
inability lo supply the company with cur¬ 
rency is attributable entirely to the extra 
ordinary elate of tho money market.

Their 
notion could not fail to appreciate gold 
throughout iho world, while increasing 
commercial difficulties everywhere. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt declined to 
enter into a general argument, but he was 

?uite prepared to defend tho change in 
ndis. The course taken by the Govern¬ 
ment, he said, was indicated to them by the 
Royal Commission of 1888. 

Referring to the proposals of tho United 
States at the International Monetary Con¬ 
ference in Hiussels, Sir William said that 
the United States had proposed that tho 
conference should entertain the riuestiou of 
some measure for Increasing the use of 
silver in the currencies of nations. As a 
matter of fact, England had boon almost 
the only power prepared to support such a 
resolution. As far as it would not affo<-t 
internal British currency, the India 
currency question had been reserved. 

In conclusion, Sir William denied that 
the populace in India were suffering as 
much as they were slleged to be. 

Arthur James Balfour, Conserva¬ 
tive leader, said that this was not a 
political question. The Government had 
been driven to commit a financial crime 
and they appeared to think that they ought 
not submit to criticism of their conduct. 
The speech just inado by the Chancellor of 
ths Exchequer was virtually a sneer at the 
present financial situation. 

Attacks on tbs Government’s course were 
also made by Sir John Lubbock and Leon¬ 
ard Courtney. 

Dadabhai Naoroji, the Parsec member, 
protested that the natives of India already 
felt the pinch of the change, and that they 
would soon awake through suffering to the 
wrong done them.

INDIA’S SILVER HOARDS. 

Varlonslr Declared tu the House mt 
Lords ue Knormous and ns Over¬ 
estimated. 

London, Aug. 0. — In the House of Lords 
yesterday the Earl of Northbrook, some 
time Governor-General of India, called the 
attention of the House to the existing ob¬ 
stacles to the importation of manufactured 
silver from India, arising from the compul¬ 
sory Hall Mark law in England. 

|Ie said that the sjlver In the hands of 
the people of India was estimated to amount 
jn value to from £130,000,000 to L‘I50,« 
000,000. 

Owing to tho adoption of the free coinage 
of silver by the Indian Government, the 
people were unablo to find a market for 
their metal and were sustaining enormous 

lossss. 

The abolition of the Hall Mark law in 
England, together with free trade in arti¬ 
cles msnufactnred from silver would, be de¬ 
clared, mitigate the evils brought about by 
the stoppage of free coinage. 

The Earl of Kimberley, Secretary of 
$tate for India, admitted th^t jt was de 
sirable to ‘phnnge tho law. {silver inanu : 
lecturer* in England were, however, op. 
posed to the abolition of the law compel¬ 
ling their goods to bear a hall mafic. He 
saw no reason why the various standards 
of manufactured silver ought not to exist 
in England the same as in other countries. 

Lora Herschel, Lord High Chancellor, 
said he had been advi«d that there were 
no largs hoards of silver in India. During 
the famine vast quantities of jilyer orna¬ 
ment# has been sent to the mints, whsre 
they had been converted into rupees. The

The by-law wag laid over be 
cause the intention of the council is only 
to raisesuch sums for sewer construction 
as is necessary from time to time, as re¬ 
quisitions of property owners call for the 
same. The bfy-law did not clearly express 
this intention but would seem to infer that 
the whole eum of 920,000 tfas to be raised 
at one time, As property owners on streots 
where sewers are constructed have to pay 
a large proportion of cost, only a few 
thousand dollars would bo required from 
time to time. The money paid in by pro¬ 
perty owners is iptended to form a sinking 
fund for payment of such debentures us rq 
may be issued. The by-law will likely he 
amended so as to set forth thu mode of 
operatior, and «vill bo voted on at tho same 
time as the Municipal Elections, thus sav¬ 
ing the cost oLa special vote on tho que 
tion. It is claimed that the construction 
of sewers is a necessity ; that the work 
being asked for by a certain^ number of 
property owners must be proceeded with ; 
and that the raising of >he money required 
from time to time by debentures is tho*best 
method of securing funds.

Band, 
taken just before their going to camp by 
Photographer Hulett and a fishing party 
down the bay, all excellently reproduced. 
Also portraits of Dr. R. A. Leonard, 
mayor, tho late 8ir John A. Macdonald, 
Sir Richard Cartwright and a Napanee 
hopeful, the infant child of Conn. Ander¬ 
son. The portraits are all from photos by 
Mr. F. Richardson and do him credit. A 
brief history of Napanee, some of which 
we extraot, and which although not entire¬ 
ly new to most of our readers is refreshing 
to read when it pomes from outsiders, is 
.given oelow under the sub-headlines :—

Napanee, with a population of about 
4,000, is the Flour City of Ontario, Canada, 
and derives its name from the Indian word 
Now-pau-nay, which signifies flour. When 
Rochester was a wilderness of woods, Nap* 
anee was a flourishing settlement, where 
farmers for many miles around took tbeir 
wheat to be ground at the old Cartwright 
mill, owned by the ancestor of the present 
Bir Richard Cartwright, late minster of 
finance in the Dominion cabinet. The old 
mill still stands a venerable landmark, 
around which have arisen other mills, fac¬ 
tories and a goodly town which has played 
its part in the history of Ontario. 

Nap%nee is beautifully situated on the 
river of that name nfcar a thirty foot fall, 
which supplies power to tho mills and fuc 
tones. The river Hows out to the famous 
Bay jf Quinte, tendered historical by the 
early settlers and as being the region 
wherein many United Empire loyalists 
settled after the revolution. 

For over a oontury Napanee has been an 
active commercial centre. It is looated in 
the townships of Richmond and Freder 
ioksburgh and is the county seat of Lennox 
and Addington. 

Though it has mot kept pace with its 
American cousin, Rochester, in a oominr *

China is the only country in the world 
where the profession of arms is not hon¬ 
ored. The people hftVe a proverb which 
says: “As one would not employ good 
iron to make u nntl.no onn would not uso 
a good man to make a soldier.” 

Branded as tho refuse of society, tho 
warrior doss hns been condemned by 
^vernmont policy to helpless ignorance. 
Preserving traditions antedating the in¬ 
vention of llrcyirms, officers of tho army 
need have no edurnti< m, being merely 
required to bo trained swordsmen, and 
to swing heavy weights. One of the 
most important use* to which tho sol¬ 
diers aro put is to exterminate grnsshop- 
perl.
